U. of T. Gets Ninth Consecu- 
tive Championship — Ralph

< Varsity Arena, Toronto, Mardi 7. — 
Toronto Varsity, adding to tliclr three 
goal lead gained In Montreal, took 
their ninth intercollegiate hockey title 
by defeating McGill here tonight by 
the score of 4-0 In the game and !l-2 
in the round. There was only n small 
crowd out for the game which was a 
better cxchlbltion than the previous 
encounter between the two team?. 

McOIll bad numerous opportunities 
to score but their shooting was not of 
the best and when It was, Snyder came 
through with saves that bordered on 
the sensational. 

St. Germain and McMahon were by 
far the bçsl men on the McGill team 
and the former was In practically 
every attack and only hard luck pre- 
vented him from getting In a couple 
of goals. Bazin In ihc McGill nets 
turned In it smart game and kept the 
Kcore down. 

McGill found great difficulty In 
beating the Varsity defence, composed 
of 'Whitehead and Klrkpa.uick. Tlîey 
were at their best and were practically 
unbeatable. 

Varsity got one in ihc first period 
when Richards scored during a scram- 
ble In front of the net. The blue and 
white Hdduti two more In the second 
period, these being accounted for by 
Richards ^uid KIrkpiftrlck. Richards 
goal In tins period was a pretty effort. 
He' rounded the defence and tallied on 
a high shot in the corner of the net. 
Ilargi-aft made it "four, half way 
through the last frame, netting tho 
puck on a pass from Sinclair, of rugby 
fame.

DEBATERS 
MRACY TO 
BE FAILURE 

Affirmative Claimed There Were No 
True Democracies 



CLOSE DECISION 



Zaitlin and Shapiro Oppose 
Dubrofsky and Donald in 
Finals 



Yesterday afternoon In the smoking 
room of the Arts Building It was de- 
cided that Democracy was a failure. 
Such was the outcomo of the last semi- 
final of the Arts '29 debating contest, 
which was won by Zaitlin and Shap- 
iro from Carroll and Reld. The subject 
under discussion wan 'resolved that 
Democracy is a failure." The winners 
of the debate upheld the affirmative 
and were given the decision by a close 
margin. 

The first speak?,- for the affirmative 
was Shapiro. He defined Democracy 
as the political power of the people 
exercised directly or Indirectly through 
their representatives. "There arc no 
true democracies In cxlstance today", 
the speaker declared. "Perhaps tho 
Swiss Cantons arc the nearest we have 
to democracies". Democratic govern- 
ments today are divided by party in- 
terests. Candidates for governing of- 
fices are nominated by political bos- 
ses. The people merely exercise a 
power in choosing the less of two 
evils In the case whore there are two 
candidates named for office. These 
candidates choose a platform which 
they think attractive to the public and 
follow out this platform only so Ion, 
as It Is In their own interests to do 
so. Once elected these same officers 
aro free to do qulto as they like. 
Whence do directorates spring If not 
from the power obtained by unscrup- 
lous politicians, and the failure of de- 
mocracy. Take Mussolini In Italy, as 
an example. 

Let U" take the United Slates of 
America and Great Britain as exam 
pies of modern Democracy. In the Uni 
ted States the representatives of the 
people are members of oligarchie par

Philosophical Will Hear Mr. 
Taylor 
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A.S, Allen Presents Report Of McGill 
Choral Society 

ANNUAL MEETING

' The meeting of the Philosophical 
Society which was to have taken 
place on Monday the 2Sth of February 
will be held next Monday evening at 
8.15 p.m. in the reading room of the 
Arts building Mr. T. A. Taylor will 
give an address on "A Theory of Na 
turalism'". For many years Mr. Ta y 
lor was aotlvely connected with and 
once president of tho McGill Phllo 
sophicaj Society. He has spent several 
years doing research work In th 
physics dopartmcnt. 

The paper on Monday will deal with 
naturalism from the philosophica 
point of view. This school of thought 
has been In existence cvor since the 
days of the Greek thinkers. It Is only 
with Its recent and more Important 
aspects, however, that Mr. Taylor Is 
going to deal. 

The work of Olsen In physics 
Lîoyd Morgan In Philosophy, Keynes 
in the theory of probabilities, and 
others, has paved the way for a na- 
turalistic Interpretation of' reality, 
which bears the same sort of relation 
to tho old motcrlalism as the electron 
theory of matter bears to the atoms 
of Dalton. It would be Just as prts- 
mimptlouB to describe Its ground as 
did not exhaust all Its possibilities is 
matorial, as it would be to coll It men- 
tal. It Is realistic and monistic and 
producing man. Consequently It can 
have little in common with Idealism, 
Pragmatism, or a humamlsm which 
describes man as tho unique and de- 
terminate focus of the real. 

One must realize that naturalism in 
philosophy does not merely parallel 
tho special acicnoes. R ~oo 3 beyond 
them, as, for example when It Intro- 
duces the concept of valu?. Human 
values enter into "human sciences" 
merely as variables but science itself 
Is divorced from human value, jubt aâ 
extra-human nature is. 

Another important point that Mr. 
Taylor intends to bring out Is tho 
modern concepUon emergence. This 
la distinct from evolution In tho Dam- 
mian senso and based on contempor- 
ary investigations in the theory of 
relations and that of probabilities. If 
true it performs such miracles a* 
soling the mind-body problem, Its im- 
portance is oven greater than the 
once all-Important principle of the 
conservation of energy. 

The meeting will bo open to all those 
interested In tho subject .

Sir Herbert, having completed 
his lectures at this diversity, ex^ 
pects to speak at Queen's University 
next, and then at Harvard. 

"Three Special Tasks of the League.', 
which was the title of the lecture! 
was divided into three parts: (a) thj 
protection of minorities; (b) th 
supervision of mandates; (c) the pro 
motion of disarmament. A brief of 81 
Herbert's lecture follows: 
Minorities 
Europe, especially central Europe 
is peopled by a confused mixture o 
races, languages and religions. 'Ni 
boundry lines can be drawn so as to 
enclose purely homogeneous pdpula 
tlons. In every central European state, 
from Enthonia to Greece, there .nr 
among the population, minorities wh 
differ from the ruling race. This con-| 
dltlon has. In the pas!, been the caus 
of many wars 

As the Turkish Empire broko up, 
and one by one new nations wer 
firmed— the great powers when re 
cognlze.l these new nations Imposed 
upon them the obligations to give a" 
least religious liberty to mlnoriti 
which should remain within thel 
lK>undaries. The old system w>i ti 
consider an individual state as th 
guarantor of thb liberties of its co-re 
leglonlsts. So. in the case of Turkey 
France was for a long time recognlz 
<-d as the protector of Roman Catho 
licism, while Russia occupied a Ilk 
relationship in respect of tho ortho 
dox. This system, It is obvious, was 
very dangerous and might easily havo 
precipitated a war. 

After the Great War 
Europe was. in large measure, mad 
over. New states, such as Poland 
Czecho-Slovakla. Finland and the 
tiree Baltic states came Into being 
while Serbia. Roumanla and Greece r< 
eeived largo accessions of terrltor 
These changes were made. In larf 
measure, under the Influence of th 
demand for "self determination," on 
although doubtless many millions 
I.eople were emancipated, many mil 
Hons more became minorities where 
previously they had been 
race.

When the Peace Treaties, with Aus- 
tria, Hungary. Bulgaria— and eventu- 
ally with Turkey were drawn up, simi- 
lar clauses were Included. The ex- 
eneniy states, shorn of the areas oc- 
cupied by peoples of other races for- 
merly under their sway, and reduced 
to almost homogeneous national en- 
titles, accepted the minority claucai: 
without resistence.

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LEAGUE HAS THREE 
TASKS TO COMPLETE 



(Continued from paso one) 
- The Peace Conference, however, hml 
a much more difficult task when deal- 
ing with Serbia and Rounmtiin. These 
atates, having been included among 
the allies, claimed that they should not 
have their internal administration in- 
terfered with. For a lime they refus- 
ed to ngTCo to minority clauses. Only 
the throat by the great powers of non- 
recognition and the hope that if the 
conditions were accepted the great 
powers protect thorn In the enjoyment 
of their newly acquired territories, in- 
duced Serbia and Roiimnhlu finally to 
consent. 

Tu all there are fourteen of these 
treaties and engagements by which 
minority rights are protected and 
guaranteed by the League. These 
cover Austria, Hungary, ami Bulgaria 
and Turkey of the ex-enemy states. 
Poland, Czecho-Slovnkla, Koumanla. 
Greece and the Serb-Croat Slovene 
state, :Uso the Baltic states. Ksthonla, 
Latvia and Lithuania. Besides which 
there are agreements In respect of 
L'pper Silesia and the Aaland Islands 
In Finland. These states form a con- 
tinuous belt from the Baltic to the 
Aegean. In all there are probably 
25,000,000 to 30,000,000 people belong- 
ing to minority groups which come 
under the protection of tho League. 

Thus, in the carrying out of Its great 
mission— 'the prevention of war — wc 
again see the League of Nations con- 
stantly at work removing causes of 
irratlon provocatives of strife. Into 
the mixture of races, nationalities and 
religions which constitutes one of the 
greatest menaces to peace In Kurope. 
The League of Nations comes with a 
program of justice and fair treatment 
for all. By wise and patient applica- 
tion of these principles of fair play it 
lubricates the machinery, .and makes 
it possible for difficult elements to 
work together in peace. 

Mandates 

By ihe Treaty of Versailles Germany 
gave up all her former colonies, while 
by the Treaty of Lausanne large num- 
bers of non-Turkish peoples wero re- 
leased from the rule of the former 
Turkish Empire. Had the custom of 
previous years boon followed, the 
areas occupied by these detached peo- 
ples would have been divided without 
scruple among the victorious powers 
and incorporated as integral parts Into 
their several dominions. But in an ef- 
fort to remove the causes of strife and 
in responso to a new conception as to 
the rights of the governed, there was 
introduced at tho Peace Conference 
what wo know now as tho ".Mandates 
system,'' in tho supervision and control 
of which the Council of the League of 
Nations today plays a dominant role. 

The Mandate System recognizes cer- 
tain principles as fundamental: — 

First, that there exists un inherent 
right on the part of all peoples to 
govern themselves. Secondly, that, 
nevertheless, tho capacity Is not uni- 
versal, but that there are certain parts 
of the world presently occupied by 
peoples incapable of successful self- 
government. Third, that a duty rents 
upon the more advanced nations of the 
world to undertake the uplifting of 
backward peoples. Lastly, that when 
a backward people shall have become 
fitted for self government It shall be 
permitted to become an independent 
self governing nation. 

Now tho derelict peoples whom, after 
the defeat of Germany and Turkey, It 
was proposed to bring under this 
scheme, were not all equally advanc- 
ed. Some were nearer than others to 
the standard for self-government. 
They could not nil there'ero be treated 
in the same manner but it became nec- 
essary to have different sorts of man- 
dates, and these are known as A, B 
and C. Mandates, 

1 Tho Council of the League — a lar- 
ger body than the Supremo Council 
and containing neutral members as 
well — is charged (a) with "defining the 
degree of authority, control or admin- 
istration to be exercised by the Man- 
datory" that* is to say with tho draw- 
ing up of the contract or agreement 
between tho powers as Trustees and 
tho individual government accepting a 
specific mandate, and (b) further the 
Council is given the task of supervis- 
ing the execution of tho agreement and 
of satisfying itself that its terms are 
being fulfilled. 

Tho introduction of the Mandatory 
System into the world's methods of 
government Is an innovation reflecting 
tho higher conception of human rights. 
It gives practical expression to the 
idea that the weaker races are to be 
elevated by contact with the stronger, 
not exploited and debased by them. 
The creation and carrying on of tho 
Mandates system would ho, an Impos- 
sibility were it not for tho existence of 
a League Of Nations. 
Reduction and Limitation of Arma- 
ments. 

it was recognized at the Paris Peaco 
Conference that if prosperity was to 
he restored and world peace main- 
tained the excessive armaments of pre- 
war days must ceaso. Not only was

the keeping up of military and naval 

establishments a "terrific financial bur- 
den on tho now Impoverished peoples 
of Europo but their possession was a 
recognized incentive to further war. 

So wo find In the several Peace Trca-

tics provision for tho disarmament of 
cx-onomy states and in' the Covenant 
the agreement among the league- 



member slates to find n way to reduco 
and to limit their several nrmaments. 

Germany, Austria, Hungary and Bui 
gnrla were to be allowed only enough 
men under arms to preserve Internal 
order. The German navy was to be 
limited to « specified number of fight- 
ing ntilLs. In all four countries unlvcr 
sal military service was' to be abolish- 
ed. Disarmament was to be supervls 
I'd by ail Interallied Military Commis 
►Ion, and when considered by tho 
Council of Amabassadors to have been 
completed, the duty of future super- 
vision whs to devolve upon the Coun 
cil of the League. 

When the ex-enemy states were told 
that they must disarm it was openly 
stated that this was a preliminary to 
general disarmament. Each member 
«>f the League admits that it should 
anil promises that It will reduce its 
firmaments to the lenvesl point consis- 
tent with national safety. 

The Council of the League, repre- 
senting the collectivity of the member 
states, Is charged with the task of 
working out a program for gradual and 
proportional disarmament. Each mem- 
ber stato Is thou eapivteil to accent 
and put Into effect that pifrt of the 
general program which particularly ef 
feels Itself and, when this hits been 
done, no state shall exceed the per- 
mitted program without express Coun- 
II consent. The progrcm, will, as a 
rule, bo carefully revised every ten 
ears. Each member undertakes, 
hroiigh the League, to furnish all 
other members with full and frank In- 
formation regarding Its own program 
mid its condition of preparedness. 

Every Assembly has done Its share 
la the work of disarmament and tho 
way Is now open for serious effort to- 
wards that object 

So there Is today in Geneva u hope- 
ful attitude on the question of dis- 
armament. It Is felt that during the 
Just seven y»\irs the gradual accept- 
ance of the principle of arbitration has 
brought security. This makes dis- 
armament possible. Now the League 
Is working honestly and earnestly, to 
prepare for n World Disarmament 
Conference which became carefully 
prepared for In advance, may be 
counted upon to give results and to 
form another milestone on the way 10 
peace.

(Continued from png\> one) 
ties, controlled by the bosses, the ring- 
leaders, and big business. These parlies 
are the machines of those in high 
power. There aro the grievances ag- 
ainst Wall Street and Tiimanny. In 
the States a governor's veto can check 
all legislation by the people. In the 
municipal governments the 'city man- 
ager' Is coming more and more to have 
complete control. Democracy In the 
United States Is a failure! 

In Greu Britain, Democracy has fall 
r4 and the government Is taking on tho 
aspects or n bureaucracy. The power 
and workings of the British Cabinet 
bear nut this point. In Hnglnnd, the 
greatest nation, Democracy has failed! 
Democracy Is a failure! 

Marks, chairman of the contest, then 
called upon Rold of the negative to 
glvo his views on the subject. "L»t 
us tuko the story of the man who in 
the days when the West was young, 
entered a saloon and solemnly declared 
that ho would lick any man In the 
world. The august assembly of 'forty- 
niners did not give evidence of dis- 
agreeing with tho Intruder. Then fol- 
lowed Ihe statement that he could lick 
any man In the country; any man In 
the country: any man In the town. No 
one seemed Interested In him. As a 
Inst resort be .-wild he could lick any 
man In the saloon, upon which one 
man rose and threw him out. This 
disproving of his ability to carry out 
his threat disproves all his previous 
threats. Accordingly If we can disprove 
tho least of our opponents' arguments 
we disprove them all. We only have 
to prove thai Democracy as we sec !t 
In tho United Slates is a reasonable 
success." 

Held then rjuoled the preamble to 
tho Constitution of the United Stales, 
lie claimed that all the conditions of 
the preamble had been reasonably well 
carried out. The preamble hud been 
drawn up by sincere men imbued with 
a democratic feeling There was tho 
clause relutlng lo unity of country. 
This had been fulfilled. American 
Justice Is founded on the best models. 
Was there corruption of Justice? Lord 
Brice refutes this. Was there domestic 
tranquility? There has been continuous 
domestic peace since the Declaration 
of Indépendance, with the one ex- 
ception: the Civil War. a struggle for 
l ho abolition of slavery— one of the 
outstanding oleps toward Democracy- - 
the stamping out of the Vqry antithesis 
of Democracy. The American Army 
and Navy guarantee national defense. 
The general welfare of American cit- 
ions !■ demonstrated In «o far as na- 
tional prosp«rty la concerned. There 
la mill liberty In tho United States. 
When one considers that as clvllia- 
tlon advances the relations between 
man and man become Increasingly 
complex. Accordingly there Is more 
and more restrictive legislation. Un- 
like most countries In Kurope there Is 
<-.->mrarat|\ o freedom | n the United 
States. There Is no free hpeoch In 
Italy, no real personal freedom In Rus- 
sia, no religious freedom In Spain. In 
Portugal a cltlien can still bo banished 
from his country. These conditions 
do not exist In the United State». De- 
mocracy In the United Slates Is by no 
means a failure. 

We may Ignore Great nrltaln. 
Franco and Australia, and still up- 
»et categorically the arguments of our 
opponents. Yet who would change the 
present government of Great Britain. 
France has been a Democracy since 
l«T0 wltlioul a revolution. From that 
time the French govosnnient was the 
most et able of any of her ISth Cen- 
tury governments. It has survived tho 
Great War and the following period 
of reconstruction. If we havp shown 
one Instance of democratic success our 
argument has held. Democracy Is not 
a failure. Democracy Is a success. 

Xnlllln. second supporter of tho af- 
firmative, then wpok*. Tho United 
State;, Is not « Democracy, he main- 
tallied. Tho government of Great Brit- 
ain Is ollgarclr. The social equality 
of all men was alright In theory but 
impractical. Democracy Is n failure In 
representation. There Is no efficiency 
In' a democracy. Mediocre men aro de- 
liberately chosen by the demagog, Iho 
grafter, and tho boss. This policy Is 
a failure. Government by the people, 
for tho people Is demoralizing.
